JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 19— 
Leo A Fisher, chairman of the 
Missouri Highway Commission, 
today defended Robert L. Hyder 
in his controversy with some St. 
Louis county circuit court 
judges. 

Hyder has criticized some of 
the judges for the appraisal fees 
which they awarded to land con- 
demnation commissioners. He 


described the fees as “‘excessive” . 


and out of line with appraisal 
fees awarded in condemnation 
proceedings in other sections of 
the state. 

Fisher said he believed Hyder, 
who is chief legal counsel for 
the commission, has been mak- 
ing an effort to protect the state 
from excessive fees. 

A report that the commission 
was planning disciplinary action 
against Hyder was branded by 
Fisher as untrue. The report was 
circulated yesterday in St. Louis 
county. 

“I have heard of no such 
move,” Fisher said. “I am sure 
I would know if there was such 
a@ move.” 

Other members of the highway 
commission are W. M. Robert- 
son, Joplin, vice chairman; Hen- 
ry D. Bradley, St. Joseph; A. D. 
Sappington, Columbia, and State 
Geologist Thomas R. Beveridge, 
Rolla, who is an ex-officio mem- 
ber. Fisher lives at Parma. 

Criticized Three Fees. 

Hyder has complained specif- 
ically of three fees awarded to 
land appraisal commissioners by 
county judges. They were $34,- 
500, awarded by Judge Douglas 
L. C. Jones, $22,500 by Judge 
Virgil A. Poelker and $13,500 by 
Judge Noah Weinstein.

Judge Ferriss indicated that 
he thought it would be a good 
idea to agree on a schedule of 
fees, Hyder said. Judge Hoester

BILL TO PERMIT 
U.S. 10 DEDUGT 
CITY TAX LIKELY

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19—The 
House is expected to pass a 
measure permitting the Govern- 
ment to withhold city earnings 
taxes from pay checks of federal 
employes, the Post-Dispatch was 
told today. 

Representative Thomas B. Cur- 
tis (Rep.), Webster Groves, said 
arrangements have been com- 
pleted to bring the bill before 
{the House under of 
the rules, which would allow a 
‘vote on the measure after brief 


; | debate. 


The bill would apply to federal 
employes who earn their living 
in St. Louis, which has a 1 per 
cent earnings tax. 

A withholding bill introduced 
by Curtis was reported favorably 
last week by the House Ways 
and Means Committee. Similar 
measures were introduced by 
Representative Frank M. Kars- 
ten (Dem.), St. Louis and others. 


Senate Starts Action. 


Senate consideration of the 
proposed legislation began this 
week with the introduction of a 
withholding tax measure by Sen- 
ator Joseph S. Clark (Dem.), 
‘ Pennsylvania. 


The Senate bill is identical to 
Curtis’s and was co-sponsored 
by Missouri’s two Senators: 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. and 
Stuart Symington, Democrats, as 
well as Senators Frank J. 
Lausche and Stephen M. Young 
of Ohio, and Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania. 


The Curtis bill would amend a 
law under which state income 
taxes are withheld from pay 
checks of federal employes in 
states which have laws providing 
for a withholding tax. 


The amendment would apply to 
cities with populations of more 
than 75,000 persons.

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CITY DIRECTORS 
DENY BRUTALITY 
AT LITLE ROUK 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 19 
(AP)—The Little Rock City 
Board of Directors yesterday re- 
jected segregationist charges: 
that police were brutal and vio- 
lated the constitutional right of 
peaceful assembly in putting 
down an anti-integration demon- 
stration at Central High School 
last Wednesday. 

“The board does not believe 
there is any basis for these 
charges,” the seven city direc- 
tors said in a statement. “It is 
our belief that the Police De- 

rtment acted in a completely 

al manner in maintaining or- 
der and protecting life and prop- 


erty. 
The board works with the city 


manager in the administration | 


of municipal affairs. Members 
took office in late 1957 when 
Little Rock switched from a 
mMayor-council type of govern- 
ment. 


Plea to Justice Dept. 

The board asked the federal 
Department of Justice, as the 
“proper authority’ to investi- 
gate alleged violation of civil 
rights, to make a complete in- 
vestigation of the Central High 
incident. 

The Justice Department al- 
ready has rejected a similar re- 
quest from Dewey J. Coffman, a 
ségregationist leader. Justice De- 
partment officials were not im- 
mediately available for com- 
ment on the board request. 

The Rev. Wesley Pruden, 
chaplain of the segregationist 
Capital Citizens’ Council, said 


“The Rev. Mr. Pruden said 
he had “reliable information” 
that agents of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation donned po- 
lice uniforms to aid the city

ternational said Atlanta Police 
Chief Herbert T. Jenkins had 
written Little Rock Police Chief 
Eugene G. (Gene) Smith, prais- 
ing his successful quelling of the 
demonstration. Jenkins sent 
Smith congratulations for “a 
very great job you are doing in 
handling a most difficult situa- 
tion.” 

(“I have followed the Little 
Rock situation with more than 
the usual interest,” wrote Jenk- 
ins. ‘And you are not only mak- 
ing history but you are estab- 
lishing a precedent and a pro- 
cedure that most of us try to 
benefit by, because sooner or 
later, many of us will have a 
similar problem.” 

(Smith said his mail concern- 
ing the dispersal of the demon- 
stration was 200 to 97 in favor 
of the way his men handled it.) 

Twenty-four persons were ar- 
rested as police and firemen 
turned back 500 segregationist 
with clubs and fire hoses. 


Schools Peaceful. 


Four Negroes attended two in- 
tegrated high schools without 
friction again yesterday, the 
fifth class day since schools 
opened last Wednesday. 

Seven students—three at Cen- 
tral and four at Hall—have re- 
quested transfer out of classes 
with Negroes under a 1958 law 
which requires school authori- 
ties to honor such requests. 

The School Board carried out 
a federal court integration man- 
date in assigning a few Negroes 
to once-all white high schools 
here. Three Negro girls attend 
Hall High. There has been no 
trouble or charges of trouble 
there. 


Jefferson Thomas, 16 years 
old, the only Negro at Central, 
has denied segregationist reports 
that he has fought with white 
boys inside the 1400-pupil school. 
Thomas said other students have 
left him alone, so alone that no 
white student has spoken to him 
directly since he entered. 

Attendance at four high 
schools continued to _ climb, 
reaching a total of 2656. Aver- 
age daily attendance was about 
3500 before Gov. Orval E. Fau- 


POLICE TEAR GAS REPELS 
4000 INDIAN FOOD RIOTERS 


BOMBAY, India, Aug. 19 (AP) 
—Police used tear gas to repel 
4000 food rioters yesterday at 
Cuddapah in south India. 

Officials said the rioters were 
led by Communists and there 
was speculation they were re- 
taliating for the anti-Communist 
campaign that brought the dis- 
missal of the Red government 
of Kerala state by Prime Min- 
ister Nehru’s government. Cud- 
dapah is on the opposite side 
of the Indian peninsula from 
Kerala, a few hundred miles to 


Cuddapah railway station and 
stopped the express from Madras 
to Bombay.

COMBINED GARBAGE 
PICKUP EXPANDED 


Enlargement of the area in 
which the city is experimenting 
with a combined collection of 
rubbish and garbage was an- 
nounced today by Director of 
Streets Henry S. Miller. 

The southern boundary of the 
“pilot area” is being extended 
to Arsenal street. Other boun- 
d: ries, which remain the same, 
are Poplar street on the north, 
Grand avenue on the west, and 
the Mississippi river on the east. 


The old southern boundary wa 
along Geyer avenue to Jeffer- 
son avenue and along Russell 
boulevard to Grand avenue. 
The combined collection in the 
extended area will begin next 
Monday and will be made once 
thereafter. Garbage and 
rubbish will be placed in the 
same containers, collected to- 


gether, and disposed of by in- 
cineration. 
Formerly, the city collected 


in grinding plants 
scharged the refuse into 
the Mississippi river. 

While the experimental col- 
lection and disposal study is 
going on, separate collections 
will continue in all other sec- 
tions of the city, where garbage 
is collected three times weekly 
and rubbish once. 


Residents in the study area 


have been requested to drain 
and wrap garbage in heavy 
paper or several sheets of news- 
paper before placing it in con- 
tainers with the rubbish, Miller 
said. During the heating season, 
however, separate containers will 
be required for ashes and clink- 
ers. 

The study to dispose of garbage 
by incineration was undertaken 
after federal and state authori- 
ties asked the city to make 
plans to cease pollution of the 
river by putting garbage into it. 

Engineering studies made for 
the city indicated that about 


: $600,000 annually would be saved 


by decreasing the number of 
collections to once weekly and 
by burning the garbage. City 
health officers, who are par- 
ticipating in the study, said it 
may be found necessary, how- 
ever, to have two collections a 
week.

rumors: earlier this year that |

It was the purchase of this 
block of 50,000 shares which 
“prompted” Mississippi River 
Fuel to go to Jefferson City | 
Monday and apply to the Mis- |

The commission today granted 
the company’s request. In its | 
order, effective immediately, the | 
commission said the request ap- | 
peared “just and reasonable and 
in no way detrimental to the) 
public interest.” | 

Missouri statutes prohibit one | 
utility from owning more than | 
10 per cent of another utility’s | 
voting stock without obtaining | 
permission from the Public Serv- | 
ice Commission. | 

Not All Transferred. | 

All of the stock acquired from | 
the Stephens brothers has not 
yet been transferred, Marbury 
said. When it is, he said, ‘‘Mis- 
sissippi' will own about 200,000 
shares.” 

This would be slightly more 
than 10 per cent of the Missouri 
Pacific’s voting stock: The rail- 
road has a total of 1,841,605 
shares of common stock out- 
standing. Of this amount, 1,800,- | 
957 shares are Class A and 40,- | 
648 shares are Class B. 

Dearmont said the net earn- 
ings of the railroad for the first | 
six months of this year were $3,- | 
510,000, compared with a loss |

“Africa does not want to be 


a satellite of any nation,” Foka 
declared in\an interview. ‘We 
are anxious to throw off coloni- 
zation and exploitation and to 
take our rightful place among 
the nations of the world.” 


‘America Didn’t Wait.’ 

He said many persons in the 
West think econom- 
ic and public health development 
should be achieved before grant- 
ing such autonomy. 

“America didn’t wait until all 
her people were educated, had 
indoor plumbing and were eco- 


| nomically established,” Foka as- 
serted. 


| “Your forefathers broke away 
from the Old World colonial 
powers because they wanted to 
determine their own destiny. 
That is exactly what Africa 
wants 

Part of the problem stems 
from misconceptions many West- 
erners have gained of modern 
Africa through the mass media, 
he said. 

Picture of Jungle. 

“I find the average American 
thinks of Africa largely in terms 
of jungles and wild animals,” he 
explained. ‘Actually, we have 
made tremendous economic, po- 


litical and social gains. We have 
beautiful, modern cities, en- 
lightened native leadership and 
vast natural resources.” 


Folka has found there are dis- 
tortions of the United States in 
his native land, too. He said the 
American segregation problem | 
is greatly exaggerated. 

“I am impressed by the way | 
white and colored persons mix 
at ball es here—both on the | 
field and in the grandstands,”’ he | 
exclaimed. “‘I_am also pleased 
by the integration of schools at 
such places at Little Rock.

EXTRA HEART PUT IN DOG, 
SOVIET SURGEON REPORTS 


MOSCOW, Aug. 19 (AP)—So- 
viet surgeon V. P. Demikhov 
said yesterday he transplanted 
an extra heart into a dog and 
kept the two-hearted animal 
alive for a month, Then it died | 
of pneumonia. 

Soviet scientists reported ear- 


lier this year they had kept a 
dog alive for weeks after graft- 
ing an extra head on its neck, 

Dr. Demikhov suggested that 
heart-grafting operations might 
eventually save or prolong the 
lives of people suffering from 
serious heart ailments. Writing 
in the scientific journal Science 
and Life, he said the dog’s own 


heart took care of the circula- 
tion of the blood in the upper 
part of the body while the 
grafted heart handled the blood 
supply in the lower part.

He is expected to repeat his 
invitation to F.L.N. leaders to 
come to Paris and negotiate a 
cease-fire, after which he would 


state the economic and financial | 


efforts France is ready to make 
in favor of Algeria. 

BUT DE GAULLE is expected 
to make no allusion to Algeria’s 
future autonomy even within the 


framework of the French com-| 


munity of nations. 

The lack of any constructive 
plan to satisfy the Algerian na- 
tionalists is a letdown after the 
French President's known inten- 
tions of three months ago. 

Circumstances have convinced

1. De Gaulle was unable to 
get the support of Morocco’s 
king. He had strongly relied on 
Mohammed V to advise the 
F.L.N. to accept French terms 
“for the time being,” pending 
the establishment of a vast 
North African state which would 
be incorporated in the French 
community. 

As a gesture of conciliation, 
Mohammed had asked De Gaulle 
to free Ben Bella, a member of 
the Algerian Cairo government 
whom the French have kept in 
jail since 1955. 

De Gaulle was apparently will- 
ing to grant this request but 
nationalists in Paris, led by Pre- 
mier Michel Debre, warned him 
that neither the nation nor the 
army would “understand” such 
a@ move. 


In Morocco Istiqlal extremists 
and members of the powerful la- 
bor union movement made it 
clear to Mohammed that if he 
let Algeria down he would face 
abdication. A projected meeting 
of De Gaulle and Mohammed this 
month fell through as a result. 

2. DE GAULLE is himself be- 
coming increasingly convinced 
that F.L.N. views represent only 
a fraction of Algeria’s public 
opinion and that moderates who 
would consider an indefinite as- 
sociation with France are on 
the increase. 

There is a tendency in 
France’s leading circles to wait 
and see what changes a growing 
prosperity in Algeria, plus the 
admission of some Algerians to 
French administrative offices in 
both France and Algeria, may 
bring among the nationalists. 

3. Most important in De 
Gaulle’s new wait-before-acting 
policy is the forthcoming meet- 
ing with President Eisenhower. 

The General intends to have 
frank and direct talks with his 
wartime friend and associate. 
He is expected to express the 
conviction that if given time and 
freedom of action, France can 
settle the Algerian problem in a 
democratic and generous way. 

Since De Gaulle returned to 
power, Algeria has become a 
construction area of vast dimen- 
sions and an outlet for newly 
discovered Sahara gas and oil. 

Unfortunately, in this same 
period Algeria has also been a 
battlefield and a concentration 
camp despite the election called 
by the General. 

De Gaulle’s aim in holding the

One month ago a poll found 
61 out of every 100 Republican 
voters favoring the Vice Presi- 
dent as the party's choice next 
year. 

The latest check on Nixon’s

These agents who are allegedly 
investigating zoning violations pro- 
ceed to make dictatorial demands 
regarding home maintenance. This 
activity is an abuse of Ordinance 
44513, whose avowed intent was the 
correction of substandard housing. 


This ordinance granted the city 
absolute authority over dwellings 
that are “dilapidated, unsafe, dan- 


menace and a detriment to the 
health, morals, safety and general 
welfare of the people of this city.” 
But the provisions of this ordinance 


pants have provoked no suspicion 
of law violation. 

In these private homes, inspec- 
tors make arbitrary demands in re- 
gard to such matters as painting 
and tuck-pointing; and the appall- 
ing fact is that the city is empow- 
ered to enforce its demands with 
liens against the property! 

Furthermore, the inspectors em- 
ploy gestapo tactics to gain admit- 
tance over the protests of home 
owners by threatening to use police 
force to “break down the door” 
and arrest the occupant. Recent 
court actions show that such ar- 
rests actually have been made, and 
home-owners have been compelled 
to stand trial for refusing to sub- 
mit to unwarranted inspection. 

But fortunately our courts, recog- 
nizing the unconstitutionality of un- 

search, have refused to 
penalize the defendants. 


Let us hope that the higher 
courts to which the city plans to 
appeal will have the acuity to rec- 
ognize the dangers inherent in this 
undemocratic practice, and will 
realize that the surest safeguard 
against abuse is the requirement 
of warrants for legitimate inspec- 
tions. Only then will innocent prop- 
erty owners be spared the indig- 
nities to which they are currently 


being subjected.

Facts on the Steel Strike 


It is to be hoped the steel strike “basic 
facts” that the Administration is arranging to 
make public will impel union-management 
negotiators to get down to business and agree 
promptly on a non-inflationary settlement. 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell says his report 
will cover wages, prices, productivity and 
profits as he has assembled the figures from 
Government and industry sources. We ap- 
plaud the decision of President Eisenhower 
and Mr. Mitchell to spread these statistics on 
the public record, but we wonder why they 
waited until the strike of half a million steel 
workers was in its sixth week. 

Mr. Mitchell says the information is being 
released because Mr. Eisenhower thinks it is 
of sufficient interest to be made public. The 
President appeared to be of the same opinion 
last June 17 when the idea was suggested to 
him by Raymond P. Brandt, the Post-Dispatch 
Chief Washington Correspondent. But the 
President later backed away. Mr. Mitchell 
says the Administration was not prodded by 
Republican Senators Aiken and Javits, who 
prepared a resolution calling on the Chief 
Executive to publish the facts. Earlier Sena- 
tor Symington of Missouri and 32 other Sen- 
ate Democrats urged Mr. Eisenhower to exert 
greater efforts. 

The magazine Business Week has a theory 
that the forthcoming visit of Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev has put the strike in a new light. 
The Administration wants a settlement before 
Khrushchev arrives in mid-September. It 
does not want him to find the mills closed, 
nor does it want him to find men working 
under a Taft-Hartley injunction. Either situ- 
ation could be exploited by Russian propa- 
gandists. The reasoning is, therefore, that 
the Administration now is embarking on a 
policy of “forceful persuasion,” not compul- 
sion, with the intent of bringing about a set- 
tlement in less than a month. 

At his press conference last week President 
Eisenhower termed “a shallow kind of think- 
ing” the argument that the strike must be 
settled before the arrival of Khrushchev. He 
could change his view, however, because he 
added that in the absence of a national emer- 
gency he “couldn’t think of anything more 
objectionable than to put the Federal govern- 
ment constantly in the business of settling 
these major strikes.” Yet six days later he 
met with Secretary Mitchell and approved the 
release of the figures. This seems to us to 
be intervention, despite Secretary Mitchell's 
denial that it is so intended, and it is inter- 
vention that is entirely proper. Our criticism 
is that it comes so late. 

Mr. Mitchell says both sides have reviewed 
the facts he will release, and it would be 
naive to suppose that the Secretary has not 
gathered some idea privately of the possible 
terms and time of a settlement. There well 
may be hints in the report on how tough 
the Administration expects to be and how far 
apart the negotiators really are. It may be 
hoped the Secretary also will include figures 
on the Federal Government’s daily tax losses 
due to the strike. 

Regardless of the Khrushchev aspect of the 
matter, the strike has gone on long.enough. 
If the Administration’s facts are sufficiently 
comprehensive, the public will be in-a better 
position to insist that the negotiators bargain 
realistically and reach a fair agreement 
quickly. 


Mob at Pruitt Homes | 

The Pruitt homes incident was a disgrace 
to this city and its reputation for law and 
order and good racial relations. A thousand 
Negroes manhandled two police officers who 
were pursuing a purse snatcher. The thief 
was permitted to escape, and the two officers 
had to be rescued by police reinforcements. 

It is Zortunate that no one was seriously 
hurt and dangerous violence did not ensue. 
The Police Department is to be complimented 
for its speedy and sensible work in breaking 
up the crowd, just as the police deserved 
great credit for suppressing mob action at 
Fairgrounds Park in 1949. 

A color line cannot be drawn for crime or 
mobs any more than for civil rights, and the 
thoughtless action at Pruitt homes certainly 
injured the cause of civil rights. St. Louis 
police were trying to enforce law and order 
just as the Little Rock ( Ark.) police kept order 
against a white mob protesting integration 
of schools. American justice leaves no room 
for mobs, and it makes no difference whether 
it is a white mob at Fairgrounds Park or 
somewhere in the South or a Negro mob at 
Pruitt and Igoe homes. 

St. Louis is proud of its school integration 
and steady advance in the ability of all its 

ple to live and work together peaceably. 

e city hopes to improve upon that record, 
knowing the task is always difficult and 
meets obstruction from a few. But a thou- 
sand irresponsible citizens in the Pruitt 
homes vicinity have done a disservice to this 
record, this hope and this community, and to 
law and civil rights as well. 

We expect that civic leaders will speak out 
against a repetition of such incidents, regard- 
less of race. “ 


More Goods and More Jobs 


Having already indorsed President Eisen- 
hower’s anti-inflation theme, Vice President 
Nixon’s cabinet committee on the Anmserican 
economy now calls for greater growth for ex- 
panded output together with maximum em- 
ployment. This is not a contradiction but a 
shift in emphasis. 

Few Americans will find fault with the goal 
of plenty of goods and gadgets, and plenty 
of jobs to maintain the market for the goods 
and gadgets. A few “eggheads” such .as 
Joseph. Wood Krutch and certain philoso- 
phers, long dead; may cast doubt on the con- 
clusion that this also is the way to insure the 
nation’s moral, religious, educational and cul- 
tural progress. Our present high prosperity 
may not be reflected in equally high cultural 
standards. The average American, however, 
agrees that without a growing economy we 
are not likely to build more churches, schools, 
hospitals and museums. 

If this makes the United States materialis- 
tic, it should not be forgotten that we are 
unselfish, too, What other nation has given 
so much away at home and abroad, or recog- 
nized to the same.extent a moral obligation 
to share prosperity with others? But the cab- 
inet members are not primarily concerned 
with such issues. Their problem is the health 
of the economy, and for this they have writ- 
ten an orthodox prescription. 

It is to be hoped that those most directly 
concerned will be able to expand productivity 
at least in step with the nation’s growth in

A Matter of Our Good Faith 

Senator Humphrey’s charge that the Eisen- 
hower Administration lacks a firm policy 
toward suspension of nuclear bomb tests 
brings into question the good faith with 
which this country has been negotiating for 
suspension at Geneva during the past 10 
months. 

The Senator says the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and the Department of Defense have 
put obstacles in the way of success at Geneva 
and that the former particularly is continu- 
ing to “oppose the official position of the 
United States.” These agencies, he says, are 
now beating the drum for resumption of tests 
Oct. 31. The situation of a Government di- 


vided against itself on so critical an issue ; 


comes about, he declares, because “the Presi- 
dent has failed to assert the leadership neces- 
sary to reconcile conflicting views.” 

What will other countries think about the 
picture Senator Humphrey draws? It is 
scarcely likely to be anything to our credit. 
Since last Oct. 31 our negotiators and those 
of the United Kingdom have been seeking to 
work out a nuclear tests cessation agreement 
with the Soviet Union. The sessions have 
been numerous, the frustrations have been 
many, and the dangers of failure have been 
frequent; but our negotiators have perse- 
vered in spite of every discouragement. With 
dreary slowness, little by little progress has 
been achieved. The most heartening aspect 
of the matter has been the evident determina- 
tion of the United States and British delega- 
tions not to let anything discourage them. 

During this time the Administration also 
has represented itself to the world as dedi- 
cated to agreement on nuclear tests, suspen- 
sion. President Eisenhower himself has 
twice addressed personal letters to Premier 
Khrushchev suggesting means of agreement 
and appealing for accord. The President has 
spoken of “my deep desire for a complete 
discontinuance of nuclear weapons tests” 
and of the “far-reaching response” a cessa- 
tion agreement would be “to the hopes of 
mankind.” 

Is the world to be allowed now to think 
that the American Government was actually 
too sharply divided in opinion to give full 
support to the three-power talks; that power- 
ful representatives of the same Government 
which was speaking of a suspension accord in 
the most idealistic terms were at the same 
time trying to scuttle any such agreement; 
and that the only fruit of these months of 
tedious progress was in the end to be that 
the scuttlers should prevail? 

There is only one person in the American 
Government who can answer adequately Sen- 
ator Humphrey’s statement, and that is the 
President. He can assure the world that the 
Geneva conference is not going to be blasted 
by renewed bomb tests when heroic efforts 
have brought it along so far. He can promise 
the undivided support of his Government to 
the high purposes he has announced—and 
he can knock enough heads together in the 
AEC and the Defense Department to make it 
true in deed as well as in word. Those are 
things only the President can do, and for the 
sake of those “hopes of mankind” in whose 
name he appealed to Premier Khrushchev 
no longer than four months ago, we do not 
see how he can do less.

Time for Action 


Republican Senator Keating of New York, 
a member of the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
has made the serious charge that Majority 
Leader Johnson of Texas is holding up con- 
firmation action on 19 nominations by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to the federal judiciary. If 
this is not true, the Democratic leader ought 
to lose no time in countering the Keating 
amendment.

It is 
hard, therefore, to escape the conclusion that 
politics is being played with the federal 
courts. 


Explosives on the Highway 

The involvement of a gasoline truck in the 
fatal Kansas City filling station explosion re- 
calls the even more serious tragedy a few 
weeks ago at Roseburg, Ore., caused by a 
truck loaded with explosives. These acci- 
dents call for a review of regulations govern- 
ing the transportation of dynamite, butane 
gas and other combustibles. They raise the 
question whether such vehicles are properly 
protected against the possible consequences 
of a crash, a nearby fire and other dangers. 

Certainly a one-word label—“Explosives,” 
“Inflammable” or “Flammable”’—may be of 
no help at all when such vehicles “barrel 
along” on a heavily traveled highway. And 
the Oregon and Kansas City explosions show 
the danger of parking in a populated area. 
Responsible state and muni authorities 
should re-read their ‘and ask 
themselves whether they are adequate to 
the risks.

MEANY PREDICTS 
KILLER’ LABOR 
BILL'S PASSAGE 


© New York Times News Service 
UNITY HOUSE, Pa., Aug. 19— 


George Meany predicted yester- 
day that Congress would pass a 
“killer” bill on labor reform. 
The president of the American 


Federation of Labor and Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
virtually threw in the towel on 
any chance that labor could stop 
the Administration-backed Land- 
rum-Griffin bill from becoming 
law. 

Meany asserted that anti-labor 
forces were “riding high’’ in 
Congress and were determined 
to push through a bill designed 
to render unions impotent. His 
views were set forth in a gloomy 
news conference after the fed- 
eration’s Executive Council had 
denounced the Landrum-Griffin 
measure as “unfair” and had de- 
clared that its final enactment 
was “inconceivable.” 

Meany made it clear that the 
federation’s maximum hope was 
that the final bill would contain 
some of the “less detrimental” 
features of the differing versions 
of union control passed by the 
House of Representatives and 
the Senate. However, he empha- 
sized that he was not even opti- 
mistic about that. 

One-Week Deadline. 

He said that part of his de- 
featist attitude stemmed from 
the Senate’s decision to fix a 
one-week deadline for an agree- 
ment by the conferees. Meany 
said this meant the joint com- 
mittee was “meeting with a 
blackjack poised over its head” 
in the form of a requirement 
that it reach an accord or clear 
the way for a direct vote by the 
Senate on the House version. 

In its resolution on the 
Landrum-Griffin bill, the Execu- 
tive Council contended that the 
measure used a “smokescreen of 
talk about corruption” to tip the 
scales even more heavily in fa- 
vor of employers than had the 
Taft-Hartley Act 12 years ago. 

The resolution charged that 
the law would discriminate 
against small unions by putting 
them under state regulation, 
would deprive unions of their 
constitutional rights of free 
speech by outlawing consumer 
boycotts against “sweatshop” 
companies and would frustrate 
legitimate organizing endeavors 
through its curbs on so-called 
**blackmail picketing.” 

Khrushchev’s Visit. 
By United Press International, 
The AFL-CIO leaders were 


divided today over whether to 
snub Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
in his visit to the United States 
next month. 

One faction of the AFL-CIO 
Executive Council, led by United 
Auto Workers President Walter 
Reuther, has proposed a face- 
to-face meeting between Ameri- | 
can union officials and the Red 
party boss. 

“Spokesmen for the American 
labor movement should tell 
Khrushchev straight from the 
shoulder that they are irrevo- 
cably dedicated to human free- 
dom and opposed to Communist 
slavery,” Reuther said. 

Another group lined up behind 
Meany, who is reported to favor 
an official boycott of Khrushchev 
by the American labor move- 
ment. 

The issue was debated yester- 
day at a lengthy meeting of the 
council’s international affairs 
committee. No final decision was 
reached and committee chair- 
man George M. Harrison, Rail- 
way Clerks’ president, referred 
the matter to the 29-man exec- 
utive council for further dis- 
Cussion.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 — A 
revised Missouri-Illinois Bi-State 
Development Agency compact 
was approved yesterday by the 
House Judiciary Committee. 


Under the revised compact 
Congress has been asked to ap- 
prove, Bi-State revenue bonds 
would be made negotiable and 
available for purchase by trust 
and guardianship estates, there- 
by improving their market- 
ability. 


Another change would permit 
consolidation of bonds issued to 
finance separate projects under- 
taken by the agency. 


The Bi-State agency was es- 
tablished in 1949, with Congres- 
sional approval, to co-ordinate 
development of the St. Louis 
area on both sides of the Mis- 
sissippi river. 


Soon after its formation, the 
agency found itself seriously 
hampered by limitations on its 
power to finance projects through 
the sale of revenue bonds. 


After repeated efforts in the 
Missouri Legislature, to obtain 
passage of bills providing ade- 
quate power, the agency finally 
obtained the authority it sought 
from the Legislature last spring. 


In order to assure conformity 
of the Missouri and Illinois laws, 
the Illinois Legislature postponed 
action on a bill pending before 
it until the Missouri legislation 
was finally enacted. 


Illinois legislators then ap- 
proved their measure with minor 
changes to make it conform with 
Missouri's law. 


The revised Bi-State compact 


must be approved by both houses 
of Congress.

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Thomas Hart Benton’s Last’ Mural 


Missouri Artist at Work on Model for Truman Library—He’s a Stickler for Historic Detail

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place for the Santa Fe and Ore- 
gon Trails. 

Perhaps they reached their 
common decision so easily be- 
cause of their several points of 
similarity and the high regard 
in which each holds the other. 
Vigorous, agile and in fine physi- 
cal condition, the two men of 
less than average height have 
established reputations for their 
candor and their salty personali- 
ties. 

Both are descendants of bour- 
bon-drinking North Carolina pio- 
neers whose families in succes- 
sive generations made their 
ways through Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee to settle in nearby coun- 
ties in Southwest Missouri. 

Truman was born in Lamar, 
Barton county, in 1878, while 
Benton's birthplace was Neosho, 
Newton county, less than 50 
miles southward. 

The main section of the paint- 
ing, 32 feet long and 15 feet high, 
will cover one wall of the library 
lobby and will be broken by a 
double door in the center. Over 
the door an ox-powered covered 
wagon, followed by pack mules, 
is seen. A pioneer mother is 
seated before a campfire, a child 
in her arms. 

Long rifle at the ready, a 
sturdy frontiersman stares sus- 
piciously at a Pawnee Indian of- 
fering a peace pipe, his own 
doubt read into the composition 
by the presence back of a bush 
behind him of another red man 
with drawn bow. 

Farther to the left stretches 
the Santa Fe. Trail ending at 
Fort Bent beyond which rise the 
Spanish Peaks of southern Colo- 
rado. Seated on a log at the 
trailside are a Cheyenne brave, 
authentic from the decorations 
on his moccasins to his head- 
dress, who holds in wondering 
admiration a trade knife while 
the white man appraises the pelt 
offered in exchange. Nearby are 
beads, pots and other trade 
goods including that ubiquitous 
eliminator of sales resistance, 
the whisky barrel. 

When finally painted, the larg- 
est of the Pawnee braves in the 
foreground will stand seven feet 
high while some of the figures 
in the background will measure 
scarcely three inches. 

On the right, the Oregon Trail 
will be shown from its start at 
Independence where  biack- 
smiths, wheelwrights and sup- 
pliers were personages of prime 
importance. 

Below the main mural, on 
either side of the doorway, will 
be smaller panels, five feet high, 
one showing a Missouri river 


steamboat being loaded, the 


other reproducing the old Inde- 
pendence courthouse as it ap- 
peared in 1830. 

In arriving at his preliminary 
design Benton followed a pro- 
cedure employed, he thinks, by 
no other present day painter. 
After the first rough sketches, 
he employed modeling clay to 
compose a three-dimensional 44- 
by-26-inch model with 31 human 
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arts and friend of Horace 
Vergil. But he was content to 
use the initial ‘“M” for his first 
name. 

Tom Benton doesn’t know why 
his father was named for a pa- 
tron of the arts since none ef his 
family before him had mani- 
fested any such interest. Spend- 
ing a large part of his youth in 
Washington because of his 
father’s service in the House, 
Benton was a student at Western 
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photographed in the artist's 
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figures and those of horses, dogs, swimming and spirited conver- 


oxen and other objects in the 
full round. 

After the model is completed 
this month, the artist will paint 
it and draw the cartoon for the 
mural, ruled off in numbered 
squares. He plans to return to 
his home in Kansas City in Octo- 
ber and, with the aid of two as- 
sistants, transfer the cartoon to 
the wall. Benton’s actual paint- 
ing will require about two years. 

Preservation of the model for 
display at the library has been 
made possible by an anonymous 
donor. It will be transported to 
Independence by Benton on a 
foam rubber mattress in his sta- 
tion wagon. 

The models from which he 
painted a dozen other murals 
since 1919 were destroyed after 
use, Benton said. The proced- 
ure, he explained, had been fol- 
lowed during the Renaissance 
and the literature on the subject 
shows it was employed by Piero 
della Francesca, using wax, and 
later by El Greco in Spain. 
Others employed bas-relief but 
none, to his knowledge, has used 
the full-round technique for a 
long period. 

Benton recalled that he first 
followed the clay model proce- 
dure in painting the History of 
the United States, exhibited at 
the Architects’ League in New 
York in the ‘20s. Four years 
study in Paris had been respon- 
sible for development of his early 
style along French impression- 
istic and post - impressionistic 
lines, he said, but he found him- 
self in frequent states of indeci- 
sion before a painting was fin- 
ished. He solved his problem by 
making full-round compositions, 
he explained, after evolving the 
technique step by step. 

High on a hill above Menemsha 
Pond where he has summered 
for 39 years, Benton, his heavy 
thatch of dark hair slightly 
streaked with gray, leads an ac- 
tive life which includes sailing,

sation before the hospitable 
warmth of the fireplace in the 
end of his big living room. 

But “‘out back” in a substantial 
and roomy building which once 
was a barn, but now is ideally 
lighted by a large skylight on 
the high north roof and comfort- 
ably heated by an old iron stove, 
Tom Benton with regularity puts 
in a 7-to-4 p. m. day with time 
out for a snack. 

There are other things than 
easels and clay and paints and 
brushes there. On his work table 
were photostated copies of rare 
books written by the early 
French friars who penetrated 
American by way of the St. Law- 
rence and the Great Lakes. There 
are other volumes of history in 
French and English and thick 
books on anatomy — not only of 
man but of the horse and the dog. 

Benton is a thorough and cri- 
tical researcher. He needed 
varied colors in a $35,000 mural 
he has under way for the New 
York Power Authority to be used 
in its new plant at Niagara Falls. 
It will show Father Louis Hen- 
nepin, the Franciscan Recollet, 
discovering the later delight of 
honeymooners and hydro-electric 
engineers. When he learned that 
trade blankets already had 
reached the Indians at that time, 
the answer to the color problem 
was at hand. 

It was his passion for accuracy 
that led to his intimate acquaint- 
ance with Truman. Benton re- 
turned from Europe and the East 
to Kansas City only after Truman 
had moved from his county 
judgeship at Independence to a 
seat in the Senate at Washington. 
When Truman zigged, Benton, by 
chance, zagged, and it was not 
until Truman’s last year in the 
White House that they met. 

Not long afterward, Benton 
wanted to include the flag of 
King Francis I of France in a 
mural for the New York Power 
Authority piant on the St. Law-

rente River at Massena, N. Y. 
The painting showed the discov- 
ery of the St. Lawrence by Jac- 
ques Cartier during the reign of 
Francis. French archivists were 
evasive and inexact. Benton was 
tenacious. 

Truman’s assistance, as a fel- 
low historian with a streak of his 
own kind of stubborness, was 
enlisted and he put the question 
squarely up to the French Am- 
bassador who, in turn, had the 
books in the Paris archives 
dusted off until the probable flag 
of Francis I emerged from the 
vaults. And today the thousands 
of Canadians of French extrac- 
tion living nearby can see it in 
the power station. 

Truman expressed his admira- 
tion for Benton’s scholarship and 
accuracy and he was pleased 
with the selection of the Mis- 
souri artist for the $60,000 Tru- 
man Library mural. They agreed 
that each person in the painting 
should not represent an individ- 
ual as such but a symbol of the 
thousands who played a part in 
the westward expansion. 

There was to be no recogniz- 
able personality like Benton’s 
Boss Pendergast of Kansas City 
who looms large in his mural in 


the House lounge in the Capitol 
at Jefferson City, close by Jesse 
James, Frankie and Johnnie and 
other characters so properly rep- 


resented in that work. 


Benton set out through Okla- 
Kansas, Colorado and 
New Mexico to conduct his re- 
search for the mural at the buf- 
falo-grass roots.

High School. After his newspaper 
experience in Joplin he attended 
Western Military Academy at 
Alton, Ill. He then enrolled for 
two years at Chicago Art In- 
stitute and later studied in Paris. 

After a hitch in the Navy, and 
World War I at an end, Benton 
became known with Grant Wood 
of Iowa and John Steuart Curry, 
of Kansas and Wisconsin, as rep- 
resentative of the regionalists, 

(The St. Louis City Art Mu- 
seum has a Benton oil, “Cra- 
dling Wheat,” bought in 1939, 
and seven of his lithographs, 
presented by Dr. Borden Veeder 
in 1948.) 

Benton’s battles with the mu- 
seums, his astute choice of the 
right time to hurl the cunningly 
pointed barb, together with his 
genre paintings and such cele- 
brated nudes as “Susannah and 
the Elders” and “Persephone,” 
brought him to public attention. 

In one exchange in New York, 
where “Persephone” went on 
view in Billy Rose’s Diamond 
Horseshoe, Benton delivered him- 
self of one of his most famous 
excoriations of museum keepers 
who had downgraded his product. 

“The average visitor to the 
average museum,” he declared, 
“spends an average of 1744 sec- 
onds looking at an average mas- 
terpiece. 

“Therefore, I would rather 
have my pictures hung in saloons 
—or even in women’s clubs. 
Plenty of men are willing to 
spend two or three hours looking 
at a picture behind a bar.” 

Benton’s glance, as he stood 
in his studio, fell on a framed 
abstraction he had done in Paris 
in the pre-1919 days and then 
upon a similar painting by a 
friend of that day who achieved 
high reputation. 

“I’m a natural realist,” he 
mused. “The Truman Library 
wall is one of the most important 
projects I have ever had. There 
were the Indiana, Missouri, Whit- 
ney and New York School of So- 
cial Research jobs among the 
many before this and what I 
learned from each of them, I’m 


tlers as thetr wagons creaked 
across the Kansas plains. 

With the aid of a fellow artist 
at Miami, Okla., Charles Wilson, 
Benton found his model there— 
an unmistakable Pawnee working 
there as a pants presser. The 
Pawnee had never seen the re- 
galia which his ancestors wore 
and with which Benton provided 
him at a Miami studio. The 
pants presser refused to shave 
his head before posing and Ben- 
ton had to clip it with his brush- 
es. But the model had a classic 
Pawnee profile for the tallest 
figure in his painting. 

Quite as exacting were his 
requirements for a model for 
his Cheyenne, whom he found in 
the Oklahoma panhandle after 
diligent search, and his detail 
for shirt and moccasins. 

Benton had a_ considerable 
background of knowledge about 
Indians as a boy. Neosho was 
about 15 miles from Indian Ter- 
ritory (now Oklahoma) where 
there were camps of Cherokees, 
Modocs, Ottawas, Quapaws and 
other tribes. His self-imposed 
drawing lessons using them for 
his sketches stood him in good 
stead when he was 16 and carry- 
ing chain in a surveying gang at 
$6 a week. He heard about an 
opening on the old Joplin Ameri- 
can for a cartoonist and he got 
the job—at $15 a week.

NEW YORK, Aug. 19. 

TO ME, as to many other people, Adm. William F. 
Halsey’s death seems a real personal loss. He was a 
courageous, able and fine leader in the Navy, particularly 
in the Pacific during World War II, and after his retire- 
ment he served the cause of peace in the United Nations 
with great devotion. 

/ No one who watched him work could have failed 

to sense his real anxiety to give of himself so that 

there would be no holocaust in the future such as 

he had lived through. 

To his family one can send only one’s deepest sympathy 
and hope that the sense of affection and admiration for a 
fine public servant of high ideals held by so many may 
give them some consolation in these hard days. 

THOSE OF US who believe that the reform movement 
in New York City is important not only to this city but to 
the state and the nation as a symbol of our desire to make 
our democracy really meaningful must, I think, try to urge 
on every Democratic voter the importance of primary day, 
Sept. 15, in this city.

AMONG THE WEEK’S inter- 
esting letters was one from a 
reader who plainly has a great 
sympathy for the wild creatures, 
especially those that are injured 
along our roadways or are aban- 
doned when their parents are 
killed. What to do about such 
birds and animals is the ques- 
tion, since most of us are not 
like our young friend Ronnie 
Hock in Binghamton who has a 
knack of caring for all sorts of 
helpless wildlife. And this is 
quite a different attitude from 
that of the Chicago hoodlums 
who have been torturing and 
maiming the rare birds at the 
zoo there. 


We recall one such case, al- 
though perhaps less vicious, in 
connection with the snow goose 
that can be seen roaming free 
at Rockwoods Reservation. This 
beautiful bird landed exhausted 
in Forest Park near the zoo dur- 
ing the migration, as waterfowl 
often do when attracted by the 
ducks and geese there. Or it is 
possible that the snow goose had 
been “‘wing tipped” by a hunter 
so that it could. no longer fly 
well. At any rate, some young- 
sters discovered the big bird and 
attacked and beat it with sticks 
and rocks until they had blinded 
it in one eye, when it was res- 
cued by some adult who hap- 
pened along. 


This sort of attitude toward 
and treatment of wild crea- 
tures is, it seems to us, of a 
piece with the juvenile delin- 
quency so common today and 
results from lack of proper 
parental training and educa- 
tion. Most youngsters, though 
not all of them, pass through 
a primitive or hunting stage 
when they draw their heroes 
from the frontier. This can 
develop into callousness and 
cruelty and a disregard for all 
life—or it may develop into 
sportsmanship which can fur- 
nish the individual with hob- 
bies for a lifetime—or it may 
make a naturalist, conserva- 
tionist or wildlife biologist of 
him. This depends in very 
large measure on the influ- 
ence of teachers and parents. 


A few youngsters belong by 
nature from the very beginning 
to the school of St. Francis of 
and Schweitzer—with an 
equal love and respect for all 
life and an instinct for getting 
along with | the birds and ani-

mals. Our young friend Ronnie 
Hock whom we mentioned is 
certainly one of these. Knowing 
this, his friends and neighbors 
bring him all sorts of fledgling 
and injured birds which he raises 
until they can be released‘pr 
nurses back to health. At 
moment of writing, he was car- 
ing for a flycatcher, robin and 
catbird. The total for the spring 
was 17 birds and all but one had 
been brought to him by others. 

My correspondent mentioned 
at the start of this column, how- 
ever, has some specific ques- 
tions. Does it hurt a wild ani- 
mal to take it home with you, 
for example; or should it be left 
in a sheltered place with food 
and water beside it? If young 
birds or very young animals are 
found out of their nests, the 
chances are it is because of an 
accident and unless cared for 
they will die. If you want to 
tackle the job, therefore, it is 
generally necessary to take them 
home with you. In the case of 
young rabbits, they can fend 
for themselves at a remarkably 
young age and are generally 
best left if they can plainly get 
around. A fawn found curled 
up in the woods has almost al- 
ways been left by its mother and 
should never be disturbed. If 
it is wandering about, obviously 
hungry and lost, contact the 
local conservation agent who 
will know what to do. 

Most veterinarians will try to 
treat an injured wild creature, 
especially an animal, if it is 
not beyond helping. There are 
also, in the St. Louis area, Sev- |

skilled at caring for injured or 
abandoned birds and animals. 
The St. Louis Audubon Society 
or perhaps the local office of 
the Conservation Commission 
can put you in touch with some 
of these people. The Humane 
Society will also care for wild- 
life, as will the zoo in some in- 


stances. 

Injured birds can generally 
be safely carried in a large 
enough carton lined with a soft

WILD ROSES GROW in many 
parts of North Temperate zone. 
They have been known for thou- 
sands of years in Asia and Eu- 
rope, and were found in North 
America when eary explorers 
came to the continent. 

For the most part, wild roses 
like a temperate climate, but 
some grow a little to the north 
of the Arctic Circle, They lend 
special interest to the short, 
warm Arctic summer, 

A wild rose has five petals. 
The petals are pretty enough, 
but are likely to fall off rather 
rapidly, especially after the 
blooms are picked. 


Q. Why do rose plants have 
thorns? 


A. The thorns protect the 
plants from grazing ainmals. 
Such animals prefer to keep 
their tongues from being hurt. 


Q. What are “smooth roses? 


A. They are roses which pro- 
vide an exception to the rule 
that rose plants have thorns. 
They grow wild from-Newfound- 
land to Saskatchewan, and in 
some northerly parts of the 
United States. Despite the fact 
that they have very few prickles, 
they manage to survive.
